Before the war Qosti was regarded as the most capable jurist in Albania and en- 
joyed a certain popularity as a man of high principles and liberal views. He is 
widely respected by Albanian political exiles, but lacks the aggressiveness necessary 
for leadership. He is much too timid for any bold action. 

A member of the Kruja cabinet, regarded as the crudest of the Italian/jiuppet 
governments in Albania, Dosti resigned when fie realized the full extent of (Kruja 1 s 
collaboration with Fascist Italy. Dosti is listed as a war criminal by the Haxha 
regime which accuse: hum among other things of being responsible as Minister of Justice 
for the large-scale massacres, imprisonments, and confinements of the people. 
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
